loſe, ſhould her own houſehold rife up as homebred 
foes. Learn from the example of a thouſand ages, 
confirmed by the voice of Solomon himſelf, that vir- 


tue alone exalteth a nation, whilſt vice uproots he- 
roic ſtates, and lays them low, to riſe no more. 


Bend the whole force of education to avert ſuch 


awful change. That confidence which the union 


repoſed in the general government during the late 
war, imparted the ſtrength of the arm to the ex- 


tremities of the foot, and braced the whole body. 


erect againſt the raging tempeſt. This confidence, 


j inſenſibly weakened, muſt affect every part of the 
complieate ſyſtem, and at length will induce a rapid
